a. Torekves Sport Es Tarsadalmi Egyelsulet, Calle Salta 1185, is the 
largest and most important Hungarian Communist organization md is 
believed to have approximately 1,250 members. 


% Magyar Egyesuletek Segelybizottsaga, an aid committee which ostensibly 
carries on only humanitarian activities, collaborates closely with the 
organization mentioned imnediately above. Its president, Dezso Lukace, 
is a 0~year-old Jew and the wealthy owner of a textile factory. He 

-went to Hungary in 1947, and is a ataunch supporter of the current 
regimes, principally bucause of his. desire to be an important leader in 
the Argentine Hungarian group rather than because of true Communist 
convictions.

b. Szabad Szo (Free Wort ) is a leftist weekly with limited circulatiors 
and unportance. it normally appears only twice a month.
